The unveiling of *“‘Marse Robert's” 
features in immortal granite ~ will 
mark the first milestone in the com- 
pletion of this undertaking by a peo- 
ple who treasure memories dear of 
the gallant figures of the sixties, and 
is. expected to spur on to a finish the 
carving of that intrepid band of south- 
ern leaders who are to troop forever 
across the high scape of the mountain. 

In rightful honor of the day, there 
will be exercises on a scale seldom 
attempted anywhere, with a gathér- 
ing in the shadow of the rock if one 
of the most illustrious companies of 
citizens ever assembled together. Care- 
ful preparations have been made for 
handling the mammoth crowd expected 
at the unveiling ceremonies, and the 
resulting tremendous motor ‘traffic 
from Atlanta to the mountain.

CHURCH VANDAL 
SOUGHT AS POLICE 
PROBE SIX FIRES 


Attempts Made To Burn 
Several Business Build- 
ings in Marietta-Spring 
Section, Reports Show. 


Report of an alleged series of at- 
tempts to set fire to business build- 
ings in the downtown section was 
made Saturday to police by Mayor 
Ragsdale following an investigatiop 
instituted by fire department officials 
and came on the heels of the lJaunch- 
ing of an investigation, by county po- 


lice, of what is believed to have been 


an attempt to destroy the Piedmont 
Heights Baptist church by fire dur- 
ing the middle of the week. A re- 


port to police indicated that attempts 


had been made to wreck the interior 
of the church. 

The report of fire department of- 
ficials set forth five different~ cases 
of alleged attempted arson in the Ma- 
rietta, Spring street and railroad yard 
section. The principal case cited was 
that of an attempt to set fire to the 
building occupied by the Brooks Grain 
company, at 212 Marietta street, on 
the morning of March 29. 

Employee Discovers Fire. 

The fire, set with oil, waste in two 
windows on the railroad side of. the 
building at 212 Marietta, was dis- 
covered in time by an employee, it 
was reported. A pressing club pro- 
eine located in the~rear of the 


uilding,: reported that he saw two 
suspicious looking negro men in the 


rear of the building on the night prior }. 


to the discovery of the fire. 

On Iiarch 25 the same condition 
was discovered by A. C. .. ooley at his 
place of business, 205 Spring street, 5. 
W., and on the same day the Fulton 
Transfer company was the victim of 
an attempt at arson, the report shows. 
The transfer company fire was set in 
some fertilizer, but went out before it 
could do any damage. 

A store at 52 Mangum street was 
set on fire on April 1, but ‘he proprie- 
tor discovered the blaze and extin- 
guished it with hand extinguishers, it 
was reported. On last Thursda:’ night 
an attempt to start a fire in the rail- 
road yards was frustrated, the report 
shows. . 

Attempt to Destroy Church. 


The church vandalism was discov- 
ered Thursday when the builcing wis 
opened for the funeral services for 
Harry Edwin Garner, 5-year-old vic- 
tim of an automobile accident. The 
mourners found that the pia v had 
been wrecked with an ax, hymn books 
seattered around the church and oil 
poured on the benches, as well as pa- 
per scattered about the basement. 

County policemen carried the oil 
ean found in the church to the Atlan- 
ta police identification bureau, but ef- 
forts to find finger prints on the can 
were fruitless, as the metal was rust- 
ed, it was said. Police said that they 
have inf ‘mation that may lead to 
the early apprehension of the persons 
responsible for the damage. The

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Ex-Klan Head Declares 
Convicted Murderer of 
Coburn Made Attempt 
on Life Day Preceding. 


Pittsburgh, April 7.—(4)—Charging 
that he was marked for death be- 
cause he openly opposed “maladmin- 
istration of the affairs of the Ku 
Klux klan under the Evans admin- 
istration,” William J. Simmons, found- 
er.of the order, filed a deposition in 
federal court here today, supporting 
five former members in their suit to 
have a receiver appointed fur the klan 
in this state. 

The receivership suit, a counter ac- 
tion filed after the klan had asked 
that the former members be restrain- 
ed from using its name, will be call- 
ed up in court Monday. The former 
members ask that a receiver be nam- 
ed and that the klan account for all 
money collected in the state. The 
klan, asking the restraining order, 
sought $100,000 damages from the ex- 
members, claiming they collected that 
sum from klan members without au- 
thorization. 

Evans Assailed. 

Simmons, in his deposition, assail- 
el the administration . of Imperial 
Wizard Hiram W. Evans, and charg- 
ed that he had “reliable information” 
indicating that. persons connected 
with Evans had sought to take his 
life. He said that Vhil Fox, pub- 
licity agent for Evans, had aftémpted 
to assassinate him the day. befere Fox 
killed Captain W. S. Coburn, Atlanta 
attorney. ’ 

“Since the present administration 
took charge of the klan,”’ Simmons 
continued, “judging. from all that I 
have been able to see and hear, it has 
been destructive and conducted con- 
trary to its, original plans and pur- 
poses. . - I could not consistently 
remain or be a member of the order 


and thereby indorse the maladminis- 
tration of the organization. ‘The en- 
tire conduct of the administration of 
the klan throughout the nation under 
his (Evans) regime is grossly dis- 
gusting, and very evidently manifests 
everything else but a spirit and pur- 
pose of constructive patriotism.” 
Overthrown by Evans, 


Simmons charged that Evans over- 
threw him as chief of the klan by a 
conspiracy in which D. C. Stephen- 
son, now serving a life term for mur- 
der in Indiana, was involved. Ile 
said this conspiracy was entered into 
before the imperial klonyokation in 
November, 1922. He named Fred JL. 
Savage and Paul S. Etheridge as 
parties to the alleged conspiracy, and 
charged that he had reason to believe 
Evans was made imperial wizard by 
enemies of the klan into whose hands 
he had played and “wrought its sure 
wreckage.” 

Simmons said that while he was at 
the head of the order there never was 
a4 riot involving the klan. He al- 
leged that he had knowledge of the 
Wholesale squandering and misappro- 
priation of klan funds under the pres- 
ent administration. 

During the day, attorneys for the 
klan appeared before Federal Judge 
W. H. S. Thompson and moved that 
a° deposition by Stephenson, previous- 
ly entered, be suppressed. The court 
announced it would rule on the peti- 
tion Monday.

Oil King Challenges 
Right of Government To 
Peer Into Source of 
Money Paid Secretary. 


Washington, April 7.—(#?)—The 
story of the formation of the Conti- 
nental Trading company, which gov- 
ernment prosecutors sought to bring 
out at previous trials of Harry F. Sin- 
clair, wealthy’ oil operator, may not 
be touched upon during the Sinclair 
trial scheduled to open Monday, 

The oil man, it was learned today, 
will admit that he gave former Sec- 
retary of the Interior Fall $233,000. 
part in bonds of the Continental com- 
pany, purchased with oil profits, and 
will insist that the payment was for 
one-third interest in Fall’s Tres Ritos 
Cattle and Land company in New 
Mexico. 

Sinclair will maintain that the 
source of the bonds is not material to 
the government charges against him 
of conspiring to defraud the govern- 
ment in the Teapot Dome oil lease. 
The prosecution contends that Sin- 
clair gave the bonds to Fall as a bribe 
after the latter signed the lease giv- 
ing the oil man the naval reserve. 

Stewart Is Called. 

That the government is ready to 
go into the Continental deal, should 
it find it necessary, is indicated by 
the calling of Robert W. Stewart, 
chairman of the board of the Stand- 
ard Oil. Company of Indiana, as a 
witness. Stewart, with Sinclair, 
James E. O'Neill and H. M. Black- 
mer, guaranteed to.the late A. E.} 
Humphreys, of Denver, the perform- 
ance of the contract through which 
the Continental company purchased 
33,000,000 barrels of oil from him. 
Stewart was instructed to bring along f 
documents concerning the formation 
of the Continental company which the 
senate oul investigating committee has 
as yet been unable to get into its 
records.

IN MONEY DEMAND 


Officials Declare Ring 

Operated in Big Cities 
Over Country; Forty 
Houses Are Searched. 


Chicago, April 7.—(#)—Held cap- 
tive for a week by a band ,of kidnap- 
ers as hostage for a $100,000 ransom, 
Thomas Gaynor, motor car dealer and 
hotel owner, was rescued by Chicago 
detectives today after an exciting pur- 
suit on the heels of what police dee 
scribed as a nation-wide gang of ab- 
ductors, seven of whom were ar- 
rested. 

Rescue of the gang's wealthy vie- 
tim was made in a drab two-room 
summer cottage at.Crystal Lake, UL, 
40 miles northwest of Chicago, where 
detective squads broke in on the gang’s 
hiding place and found Gaynor under 
the armed guard of two kidnapers. 

40 Cottages Searched. 

Police had spent what appeared to 
be an almost futile day on the trail 
of the gang, searching more than 40 
cottages in the summer resort region 
before arriving at the hiding place. 

Gaynor, unshaven and unkempt 
after his week as the gang’s prisoner, 
almost collapsed when he realized he 
was safe, He said the kidnapers kept 
him in complete darkness all week, 
either by having him blindfolded or 
else locked in a dark room, so that 
he was unable to see his captors: how- 
ever, he said they had not. abused 
him. 

__ When found, Gaynor said he had no 
idea what day of the week it was 
nor even the time of day although he 
said he felt he had been a prisoner 
a long time. 

: Seized Last Sunday. 

The gang seized him, he told police, 
last Sunday afternoon just as he left 
his motor car sales rooms. As 
started down the street, a car swerved 
up to the curb beside him, its oceu- 
pants forcing him into the automobile. 
From then on, he said, he could not 
tell where he was taken, although he 
said he was moved séveral times. 

The police got on the trail of the 
gang late last night after the kidna 
ers had made overtures to Gaynors 
nartner, James McCormick. Three of 
them were arrested when they appear- 
ed at the Gaynor-McCormick agency 
for the money. 

Two Others Caught. 

With information from this trio, 
police detailed five squads on the pur- 
suit of the gang aud this morning 
had succeeded in rounding up two 
others only to learn that Gaynor had 
been moved from the first hiding place, 
a road house. 

Tipped he had been taken to Crys- 
tal Lake, the squads continued their 
search until they met with success 
late this afternoon. — 

Police Commissioner _ Michael 
Hughes said he was convinced the 
gang was the same which had oper- 
ated recently in Detroit, Philadelphia 
and other large cities and numbered 
among its recent victims here “Dap- 
per Jake” Adler, cibaret owner and 
broker, who was held captive until 
his friends paid $15,000 for him.

peor deserves also, and has a right to; 
who, believes that education pays in 
the life of the people and that it is 
a primary duty of the publie to pro- 
vide for the education of every child.”

DUTLAWRY OF WAR 
PLAN OF KELLOGG 


Claudel Notifies Secre- 
tary Country Is Willing 
To Include England, 
Germany, Italy, Japan. 


Washington, April 7.—(United 

News.)—Widening of the Franco- 
American outlawry-of-war negotia- 
tions to include Great’ Britain, 
Germany, Italy and Japan was de- 
cided upon today at a conference be- 
tween state department officials and 
Ambassador: Claudel. This surprise 
action was interpreted in diplomatic 
circles as indicating an early agree- 
ment between the United States and 
France on the main points of issue 
between them. 
' Notes formally suggesting a multi- 
lateral renunciation-of-war pact will 
be sent by Washington and Paris to 
the other governments within a few 
days. These communications will int 
clude copies of all the correspondence 
which passed between Secretary Kel- 
logg and Foreign Minister Briand. 

The suggestion that the other lead- 
ing powers -be brought into the ne- 
gotiations was originally advanced by 
Kellogyg. In his last note to Wash- 
ington Briand declared France was 
prepared to take such action immedi- 
ately and proposed the submission to 
the other governments of “a draft 
agreement essentially corresponding” 
to his own outlawry-of-war plan and 
“in the multi-partite form desired by 
the United States,” 

This strengthened the belief that 
an understanding on the question had 
been reached in the three conversa- 
tions which Kellogg has held with 
Claudel this week, and that a draft 
agreement would be: included in the 
notes now being written. 

In discussing: the. negotiations ear- 
lier today, however, the secretary said 
he was experiencing difficulty in 
clearing up several vague points in 
the last French note. He emphatically 
denied published reports that he had 
aecepted the four ¢onditions advanced 
by Briand, declaring he did not know 
whether France intended to -stand 
upon these reservations or had ad- 
vanced them simply as suggestions for 
clarifying the French position. 

For the time being, it was under- 
stood, the six-power negotiations will 
be carried on by cable, but should the 
discussions be long-drawn-out by this 
procedure: a conference may be ar- 
ranged here to carry on the nuegotia- 
tions at close range. Secretary Kel- 
loge. who is exceedingly anxious to 
conclude a war-renunciation treaty 
before retiring next winter, was rep- 
resented as feeling that everything 
possible should be done to bring this 
about, even though an extraordinary 
conference becomes necessary. 

Information reaching Washington 
indicated Great Britain and Germany 
are eager to take part in the discus- 
sions and probably will join with the 
United States in seeking an unquali- 
fied renunciation of war. Japan, ac- 
cording to this information, wishes to 
cooperate, but will mark time until 
it is learned what agreement the Eu- 
ropean powers probably will reach. It 
was said Japan may change its posi- 
tion when asked directly to partici- 
pate in the discussions. Italy’s posi- 
tion is not known.

stage another fight. 

Council voted to award the con- 
tract to the MacDougald company by 
a count of 16 to 3, with the company 
looking to the county for $500,000 of 
the contract price. This, it is held, 
is the logical and only feasible plan, 
since it will leave enough money to 
readjust buildings in the affected area 
and make other necessary improve- 
ments in connection with erection of 
the bridges. The council: members 
who voted for the award Friday aft- 
ernoon remained adamant in their 
contention that a reserve fund must 
be provided, and contended that a re- 
vised financing scheme offered by Ful- 
ton county commissioners would not 
provide this, although it was thought 
it would furnish enough money “to 
barely meet the contract price.” 

$650.000 Available for Work. 

Only $650,000 is availabl: for bridge 
construction, according to statistics 
issued from .the office of B. Graham 
West, city comptroller. and with the 
additional &250,000, there would be 
only $900,000. The contract of the 
Shelverton company is $703.373. Thus 
less than $200,000 would be left to 
adjust building fronts along the right- 
of-way, pay damages, consequential 
and real, eliminate the offset where 
Ivy street and Central avenue inter- 
sect Decatur street and make other 
improvements incident to completion 
of the projects. This, it is said, is 
a wholly inadequate sum. 

small majority of city council

“It is a crime against the character 
of our citizenship to allow these ig- 
norant, cheap-living, underbidding 
peons to come into our labor ficids 
when thousands of white people and 
negroes, who are native citizens, are 
out of work and are discriminated 
against because of the availability of 
these Mexicans.” 

Congressman Allgood, of Alabama, 
strongly supports the bill, because 
“those Mexicans and Central Ameri- 
can laborers compete with white cot- 
ton farmers in the cotton districts of 
Alabama. To permit .the unrestrained 
influx of peon labor means severe 
competition with white labor.” 

James HU. Patten, of South Caro- 
lina, representing the national eouncil 
of the Sons of America and 12 other 
patriotic bodies, declared that the 
white farmers and field laborers in 
his state are feeling the same effects 
from cheap Mexican peon labor as 
Congressman Allgood reported from 
Alabama. . 

From mahy sources in the south 
evil effects in depressing labor costs 
to the peon level and thereby re- | 
ducing ‘the earning, consuming and 
buying power of the general run of 
people were reported, showing that 
southern prosperity is being retarded 
by the competition of peon laborers.

Darrow and Small Are ‘Pals’ 


Though, in their attitude on some, 
questions of the day, It would «ve 
hard to find two men more diametri- 
cally opposed, Sam W. Small, po- 
litical writer and editorial commen- 
tator of The Constitution, and. Clar- 
ence S. Darrow, the famous lawyer 


of Chicago, who is to debate on. the 
repeal of the prohibition’ amendment 
here with W. D. Upshaw next Fri- 
day night, at the ‘Forsyth theater, 
are close friends of many years 
standing. 

Just what Mr. Darrow thinks of 
Mr. Small has never been made pub- 
lic, but, aecording to private advices, 
he would undoubtedly speak as high- 
ly of Sam as Sam speaks of him. 

Recently, speaking in T ampa, Mr. 
Small styled Mr. Darrow ‘“‘one of the 
finest fellows I kuow.” 

“Clarence Darrow is one of the 
finest fellows I. know,” said Mr. 
Small, in an interview published in 
the Tampa Times. “We have been 
somewhat personal pals for 30 
vears. We have campaigned in ca- 
hoots for the democratic party and 
then have scrapped hotly with our 
mouths over theology and _ prohibi- 
tion. Darrow is always a_consid- 
erate gentleman and a jolly good 
scout to stick around with. I really 
love him. 

Superb “Bunch” of Brains. 

“As for brains, Darrow has as su- 
perb a bunch of them as I have found 
on the continent. He thinks pow- 
erfully, even when he thinks wrong, 
as I judge the subjects of his thoughts 
sometimes. But I have heard philos- 
ophy from Darrow that was not 
second to that of Montesquieu, John 
Locke er.Carlyle. He has a heart 
in him as big and as gentle as that 
of an altar-ox. He has sentiments 
of kindness, charity and humanity 
that are equal to any that vever 


emanated from any preacher or priest 


on the planet, 


“My quarrel with Darrow is _ be- 
eause he has diverted his splendid in- 
tellect and clean instincts to the prop- 
agation of a lot of dessicated, alleged 
agnosticism—whatever that ‘omnibus 
epithet may denote. He _ says 
doesn’t believe Balaam’s ass talked to 
his owner, but Darrow’ will reverent- 
ly listen to some human asses who 
inhabit the Chicago university talk- 
ing to him about “the earth being a 
billion years old. It is my guess that 
the prophet’s old jack had a better 
voice and more sense than those Chi- 
cago ‘don't-knows,’ 

“IT have heard all the big orators 
of America and England who have 
lived in the -last half-century, but 
the greatest speech I ever heard was 
Darrow’s, in self- defense, before a jury 
in Los Angeles.” 

The debate at the. Forsyth theater 
next Friday night will be on the sub- 
ject, “Should the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment Be Repealed.” No two men 
could be found who are better known, 
on the opposing sides of this argu- 
ment, than Darrow and Upshaw. 

The record of Upshaw, before, dur- 
ing and since his days as congress- 
man from this district, is not only 
local but national as an uncompro- 
mising supporter of prohibition in its 
strictest interpretation. Darrow, on 
the other hand, has argued all over 
the land that, irrespective of the in- 
dividual’s habits, prohibition is an un- 
warranted and unconstiutional viola- 
tion of his rights as a citizen. 

Upshaw for long has wanted to de- 
bate this question with Darrow and 
the Chicagoan accepted, recently, on 
the condition that it be staged in his 
opponent’s home city. Hence Atlanta’s 
good fortune in the opportunity to 
hear this forensic battle of national 
importance, 


And, whatever side the individual

may take, it is certain that he will 
leaye the Forsyth Friday night with 
the finest arguments both for and 
against, as well as the finest refuta- 
tions for those arguments. 

Each speaker will be allowed one 
hour's time, with rebuttal and sur- 
rebuttal. Darrow will open with 25 
minutes. Upshaw will then have 35 
minutes, Darrow a second 25, 
shaw his second 25, and Darrow will 
close with ten minutes,

The declaration says that the “fun- 
damental position of the United States 
is that control of immigration is a 
matter of sovereign right and as far 
as the United States is concerned the 
authority of congress in immigration 
is exclusive.” 

The declaration, prepared by Harry 
Carter, says that the department of 
state does not feel it can appro- 
priately submit a formal report “of 
the sort contemplated in the resolu- 
tions adopted at the Rome conference 
with regard. to the effect given by the 
different governments to the resolu- 
tion voted hy that conference.” 

The position of the United States 
as defined in the Carter declaration 
received the approbation of the Ar- 
gentine delecation, which has voiced 
the same policy. Mr. Carter said that 
while it was assumed that the Rome 
resolutions did not contemplate any 
action. inconsistent with immigration 
sovereign rights, the United “States 
seéks.to avoid the possibility of a mis- 
understanding on the subject and so 
will refrain from making a report. 

The American delegation, headed by 
W. W. Husband, will furnish infor- 
mation to the other commissions. The 
fifth commission, whose function is 
to examine the course to be given the 
Ronte resolutions, met this morning 
but arrived at no definite conclusion.

This same “tare” would bé -de- 
ducted in the event of the use ‘of 
cotton bagging, but the farmer 
would be paid for 10 pounds more 
cotton, in the fixing of ‘the price, 
than if jute were used. If the price 
is.

Of course, these 
are: all “honorable gentlemen,’ but 
the hour has come when we should 
ask for a man’s definition of honor. 
A man may be loyal to his standards, 
but, as has been revealed in recent 
years, one’s political standards may 
be very low, We must consider, too, 
that indefinable something which we 
call “personality.” Is the man an ex- 
ecutive of ability and a leader’ of 
magnetic affectiveness? 
Natura! or Artificial Issue? 

Again, I should raise the question 
whether prohibition is naturally an is- 
sue in this campaign, or whether two 


contending factons are seeking to 


foree it as an artificial issue? There 


is no serious and significant effort 
on the part of any group, worthy of 
consideration, to repeal the 18th 
amendment, or the Volstead act. If 
that were true, of course, the presi- 
dent would have a strong influence 
in forwarding such. legislation, and the 
veto power in the case of its enact- 
ment. Certainly no political candie 
date thus far has even suggested that 
he would dare lead such a movement. 
The simple truth is, that with all the 
noise of the anti-prohibitionists. no 
man with national political ambi- 
tion would for a moment jeopardize 
his hopes on,such an enterprise. 


I quite understand that the presi- 
dent can have a tremendous influence 
in the actual enforcement of the law. 
His attitude will largely determine the 


attitude of the officials under him. 
On the other hand, we ought to have 
learned by this time that the publicly 
expressed views of a man on the ques- 


‘tion of prohibition do not reveal what 


his official conduct will be in the mat- 
ter of the enforcement of the law. 
It is only necessary to say that we 
have had two presidents who were 
publicly and politically committed to 
prohibition, both of whose official rec- 
ords have proven them to be luke- 
warm, to say the least, in its enforce- 
ment.. On the other hand, we hive 
had striking instances of executives 
and judges, who, though honestly 
opposed to legal prohibition, have, te 
the extent of their ability, enforced 
the law.

A Warning. 
I am thinking of this question, 
though, from another angle. Should 
my zealous prohibition friends insist 
upon making prohibition an issue in 
the coming presidential campaign, I am 
convinced that they would be making 
an artificial test of the prohibition 
sentiment of this nation. I am sure 
that I represent thousands of those 
men who, though absolutely committed 
in mind and heart to the preservation 
of the 18th amendment, will refuse 
to have their loyalty tested by their 
vote in the coming presidential clec- 
tion. Whether this position is right 
or wrong, Wise or unwise, it reveals 
the fact that the next presidential 
election cannot be made a true test 
of the prohibition sentiment of he 
United States, 
prohibition friends insist upon declar- 
ing that it is a test. should they lose, 
there must be a corresponding loss of 
prestige to this great moral and so-

Another Move in the Peace Game—Britain Would Cut 
Navies—China Agrees To Settle.

The diplomatie chess game between 
Secretary Kellogg and M. Briand 
zoes merrily on. The French foreign 
ininister has just made a move and 
the secretary is considering his coun- 
ter-move. 

It would not seem to the interest- 
ed observer that the latest French 
inove has materially altered the sit- 
uation. M. Briand has, te be sure, 
dropped the idea of banning all wars 
He now offers to re- 


your money and take your chojce— 
if there is any. 

Then, if one signatory violates the 
compact, all are to be free from its 
obligations. Which is, of course, per- 
fectly reasonable. But just how. it 
will operate to prevent wars is not 
so clear. Nobody starts a war now- 
adays. The other fellow always 
starts it. And after he has started 
it, the French proposal would allow. 
everybody to go in—perfectly legally. 
In other words, iets all agree not“ 
to make war notil war comes and then 
make it as much and as hard as we 
like. 

Mr. Briand’s third point goes the 
secretary one better. ‘The secretary 
took the original French proposal for 
a bilateral pact and stretched it to 
the six great powers. Mfr. 
Briand now comes back and suggests 
that it be stretched still further to in- 


clude “everybody interested”’—which 
would make it quite a party. If he 
sticks to this, his grandson—if he had 
one—might live to see all the ratifi- 
cations in. 

To avoid embarrassment even un- 
der such untoward cireumstances, M. 
Briand has added a further provise 
that the treaty shall not affect any 
previous engagements* such as those 
under the League of Nations or the 
Locarno pacts. This would seem to 
remove the prospects of any really 
significant treaty to a very respect- 


ful distance.

I'he recent session of the disarma- 
ment commission of the league was 
admittedly a rather barren affair. 
Each nation was perfectly willing to 


accept any plan which would cut 
everybody's armaments except her 
own, but it takes unanimity to do 


anything effective along this line. So 
it ended in talk. : 

(Ireat Britain made a heroic eét- 
fort to inject something vifal into the 
proceedings at the last moment. Lord 
Cushendun revived a scheme which 
died at the Geneva naval conference 
and should have been buried there. 
This scheme is to get the powers 
signatory to the Washington confer- 


ence agreements to make a new limita- 
tion Pact on capital ships. It woul: | 
evt the tonnage on all future apo 
from 35.000 tens to Jess than 30,000 


tons. It would cut the guns from 
16 inches to 13.5 inches. Then it 
would extend the service period of 


capital ships from 20 to 26 vears. 

This may sound a bit technical, 
but it hasavery plan meaning. The 
British have recently finished the two 
most powerful ships in the world— 
the Rodney and the Nelson. Even 
under- the Washington agreements 
these give to Britain a considerable 
superiority over the supposedly equal 
American hattle-fleet until such time 
as replacement begins, when we could 
build similar super-dreadnaughts. By 
reducing the size and armament of our 
new vessels and prolonging the life 
of these two lords of the sea, Britain 
would extend her superiority for at 
least six years. This she would do 
in the name of limitafion of arma- 
ment. But that is the way the Brit- 
ish admiralty reasons. And the Brit- 
ish“ admiralfy has a way of making 
itself heard at critical junetures.

The latest news from Nanking is in 
pleasing contrast with that whieh 
was coming over the cables a year 
ago. Foreigners had been driven. out, 
several of them killed, and the rest 
saved from what they deemed certain 
death only by a yaval bombardment 
from the river. Wild stories were 
circulated, first as to the number of 
foreigners that had been put to death, 
then as to thé number of Chinese 
civilians who had been’ killed in the 
bombardment. Rumots of war were 
in the air and the deman@ for inter- 


vention became insistent. 
Fortunately those in authority kept 
their heads. It was realized tint 
military operations, apart entirely 
from the small chance of their ul- 
timately accomplishing anything, 
would hear hardest upon those who 


had nothing to do with the anti-for- 
eign outbreak. Reparation and pun- 
ishment of the guilty were cdemand- 
ed but there was no threat of mili- 
fary sanctions in case of failure to 
comply ‘with the demands. 

Now the poliev of steadiness and 
patience has borne fruit. The na- 
tionalist government at Nanking, suc- 
cessor to the fire-breathing zealots at 
Hankow, has come to terms with 
Minister McMurray and the matter 
is in course of peaceful settlement. 
The Chinese decinre that they were 
not implicated in the unfortunate hap- 
pepings at Nanking, but they assert 
that the gnilty have been nunished 
and agree to accept responsibility so 
far as a settlement is covcerned. A 
Chinese-American commission is to 
determine the amount of the damages, 

It is a long step toward the re- 
sumption of normal relations when an 
agreement of this kind can be reached 
by ordinary diplomatie procedure. It 
would’ have beén quite impossible in 
the temper of Chinese officialdom a 
year ago. Of course, the money hos 
not heen paid and that may be quite 
another question. But the recognition 
of the international amenities is in 
itself » ennese for satisfaction.

The third item in the arraignment 
of war is that it is the anthethesis 
of reason and the very acme of folly. 

If we can imagine an intelligent 


person from another planet where the 
people behave like reasonable human 
beings, visiting our world, he would 
recard it as a huge insane asylum. 

1. War advocates endeavor to ides!- 
ize war and place upon its iron brow 
glamour and glory. Whatever glory 
it had in the past, it bas no glory now 
ner ever will have again. We are 
living in a new day. We see war 
nlow against the background of a world 
interrelated and .against the back- 
ground of the carnage and cruelty of 
the world war. War is ghastly. and 
hideous and hellish, without one re- 
deeming spark of radiance.

Editor Constitution: The 
ployment problem would not be so 
acute as pictured (if it is at all so) if 
the average man seeking employment 
would acquire a little more adapt 
bility. Most firms in slack times wil 
shift an employee from one depart- 
ment to another. if necessary. rather 
than Jay him off, providing the man 


the employee will adapt himself to 
the changed eeccupation and ordinari- 
ly become quite proficient at it. He 
has to, or seek employment else 
Usually he adapts himself, thereby 
proving that it can be done. : 

What happens when he does choose 
to seek employment elsewhere? 
seeks the same kind of work, 
as a matter of fact, if one firm in 
that particular industry is slack, 
others are apt to be in the saine con- 


dition, His prospects for finding a 
job at his regular occupation are 
therefore minimized. 

Even in so-called times of unem- 


ployment newspapers are full of help 
wanted ads and reputable papers car- 
ry only legitimate ads. Wouldn’t it 
be a sensible thing for an unemployed 
man to look through these, investi- 
gate them, then decide which one gf 
the jobs he is best fitted for, ma 
application for that job and devote 
himself to it’ Some may do it but 
many do not, not wishing to adapt 
themselves, 


Seume will look until they find 
exactly what they fancy; while 
others, having a little money, will 
wait “until things pick up.’ If 


neither happens necessity forces them 
to find something to keep body and 
soul together, when, as a matter of 
fact, a little common sense would 
have avoided consideraPle depriva- 
tion and hardship for the man and 
his family. 

Some men are not so keen on seek- 
ing employment. Tobacco shop pro- 


The 
movies have a long line of people 
waiting for the theater to open at 
noon time. Half of the patrons are 
men. This can be proved by walking 
through the ddwntown section any 


noon, 
The writer can now place 10 to 
20 men in gainful occupation, the 


same being selling on a commission 
basis. 

The writer interviews anywhere 
from 40 to 75 men a week. They can 
be grouped, roughly in a few classes: 


These who want more money than 
they are getting; those dissatisfied 
with present occupation and _ those 


out of employment. 

The viewpoints obtained from these 
men are interesting, to say the least. 
The first group wants more money, 
but very few can give any legitimate 
reason why they should receive it. 
The second group, as a rule, do not 
know so much about what they want, 
but they do know what they don't 
want. They have: drifted into their 
present occupation through environ- 
ment, locality of residence, force of 
circumstances and numerous other 
reasons, They are the round pegs in 
the square holes, and usually counsel 
from some capable person who has 
their confidence helps them out. 

Men out of employment can find 
work if they, as before said, will 
adapt themselves to other occupations. 
We are not talking about unskilled 
labor, but men.with office, shop or 
some artisan experience. The writer 
is not urging every man to jump into 
the selling game as a means of. liveli- 
hood. Some will never adapt them- 
selves to it. There are, however, a 
number of men employed, as well as 
unemployed, who by applying tsem- 
selves can make more money and be 
happier than in their present or for- 
mer occupations, 
ean cite you case after case 
in the writer’s own experience where 
men have changed their occupation, 
not always to selling, through inelina- 
tion more often throgh necessity. 
Some of them the writer has found 
places for in the organization he is 
connected with. A large percentage of 
them are making good in the selling 
field and have increased their earn- 
ings from 25 to 75 per cent. 

Others have not made so much as 
their former occupations, but at least 
they are making some money, com- 
mensurate with their degree of appli- 
cation, and in this way taking care 
of their obligations. They do not be- 
come a liability te the community. 

I would say to the unemployed 
man: If you can’t find work in your 
line, try something else and adapt 
yourself to it. You might find that 
you have latent ability that can be 
developed by your new employer. He 
is always on the lookout for it, After 
all isn’t it better to be trying’ your 
hand at sumething than to be con- 
tinually seeking what fancy dictates?

Atlanta Public Schools 


What They Are Doing; What They Are Trying To Do. 


This is the 23d of a series of 
articles on the Atlanta Public 
School System, prepared under the 
direction of the Personnel Assocta- 
tion of Atlanta. They are published 
with the view of informing the 
parents and public about the schools 
and their work. The entire system 
will be discussed. 

7ACHING THE CHILD 
‘zs TO BECOME A CITIZEN 

The making of citizens, it- might be 
said, is the ultimate object of educa- 
tion. Certainly, the public schools of 
Atlanta keep that thought uppermost 
in all of their work. 

The day when the sole object of a 
school was to eram a child’s head full 
of “information,” and memorizing of 
the text books was all that was ex- 
pected of the pupil is long past. 

Today we are principally concerned 
with helping the child, from kinder- 
garten through high school, to become 
well-rounded men and women, fitted 
to be better workers, better fathers 
and mothers, better home-makers, bet- 
ter citizens of city and state and na- 
tion. These children are the people 
who .will conduct the affairs of to- 
morrow. a 

To that end, the study of civics 
is an important work in Atlantas 
schools—and though the child in the 
lower grades may not realize it, he 
is studying civics every day. 

The old idea of civics was firmly 
centered around the principle of gov- 
ernment; indeed the course in civics 
was frequently referred to as “govern- 
ment,” as many of us will recall. Spe- 
cial emphasis was laid on forms of 
government, with great attention given 
to the various city, county, state, and 
national officials, with all their mani- 
fold duties and obligations. . It would 
seem that more time was'spent on laws 
and their enforcement than on all 
ether phases combined. 

“Community Civies.” = 

The modern idea of teaching.civice 
as exemplified in the Atlanta schools 
is best shown by the name given the 
course—that of “community civics.” 
The one and the only aim; in the 
teaching of civics in Atlanta is to de- 
velop ideas of citizenship, and it is 
felt that this can best be done by 
teaching the child his relation to the 
people around him—to his commu- 
nity. 

The method pursued in developing 
this aim is simple. The child begins 
his study of community civics with 
he smallest community of which he 
is a part—the family. From _ this 
small eommunity he is carried pro- 
gressively through the other commu- 
nities of which he is, or may become, 
a part. such as the Sunday school, 
the public school, the city. the state, 
the nation. and finally, the world. In 
each of these he is taught that he. 
has certain rights and certain duties, 


and that to become # good citizen he | ing. : 
must exercise these rights and fulfill; the apartment of a soiled lady who

these duties. 


to teach from the home outward, em- | tertain 
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phasizing the home as the basis of all 
good citizenship. 

Special stress is placed on local 
conditions. The child early learns the 
names and functions of his city and 
county officials, and where possible, 
he meets and talks with these people. 
He reads Jocal papers and magazines, 
visits local points of interest, makes 
trips to Jocal factories and _ stores, 
hears lectures and talks by local celeb- 
rities, and is constantly reminded that 
he is a citizen of Atlanta, of Georgia, 
and of the United States. Very lit- 
tle time is spent in teaching imper- 
sonal or theoretical ideals and theo- 
ries, but all the time possible is given 
to helping the chill realize that he 
is a part of the people and that he 
must be prepared when called, to lead 
and to direct his people in the ways 
of good citizenship. 

Votes and Pays Taxes. 

He is taught to vote by actually 
voting in school elections; he is taught 
to pay taxes by actually paying taxes 
in sehool fees; he works out: prob- 
lems of transportation by coming face 
to face with such problems in his 
daily school life; he is confronted with 
organized charity through the medium 
of Community Chest drives: he is 
made aware of thrift through his own 
school banking plan; and he is taught 
some measure of self-government by 
his participation in student govern- 
ment, 

More specifieally, ‘he is taught that 
he is a member of the community of 
Atlanta by a study of local conditions 
in Atlanta; by tracing the growth of 


Atlanta; by surveys of Atlanta's 
parks and playgrounds, her problems 
of communication and transportation, 
by means of'first-hand information se- 
cured from leaders, from newspapers, 
and from special reports,

The pitch- 
er will be the only player in the field 
permitted to touch or use this resin 
bag and he will be permitted to nse 
it only for the purpose of drying his 
hands. It will not be permissible for 
the pitcher to pat or dust the ball 
with the resin bag, or for him to load 
his hands with resin and rub it into 
the seams of tie ball. 

The batter, the league president 
pointed out, will be permitted to rub 
his hand with resin so as to enable 
him to hold the bat firmly, but he 
will not be permitted to rub resin on 
the bat. 

These instructions, President Mar- 
tin said, ure in accordance with the 
playing rules, but in practical appli- 
cation there has been much controver- 
sy over them and he said he desired 
to clear the matter up in the Southern 
association. 

The league head also will instruct 
the umpires to enforce strictly the 
playing rules against the balk.

It was a venerable retired outfielder 
whe eame about this practice, stating 
that Mr. Speaker and Mr. Cobb and 
in fact almost all outfielders with dog 
troubles, are familiar with it. 

It appears that an outfielder with 
feverish dogs finds very pleasant re- 
lief from the hot baked elay or parch- 
ed top soil when his sector of the out- 
field has been .thoroughly soaked by 
the ground keepers’ fire hose shorily 
hefore the game. In the first place. 
he does not have to run very far for 
hits that get past bim because the 
ball bites into the softened ground 
and almost kick back like a mashie 
niblick shot to a well kept green. anid 
then lies very calm until the aged out- 
fielder can hobble up. sparing bis dogs. 
to surround it and throw it back. On 
a haked field, and the outfield nor- 
mally is very well baked in the hot 
months of the baseball season, a ball, 
might take a run and roll of 50 or) 
7 yards and that is a long way for) 
an old outfielder to pursue a_ ball | 
on superannnated dogs. 

“Furthermore.” 

“And furthermore,” mv_ venerable! 
informant explained, “until vou have 
been an outfielder with a high fever 
in the feet on a hot afternoon in 
July, you will never know the bean- 
tiful pleasure that it gives one to 
stand on a soaked outfield, wiggling 
one's toes in the moisture and cool- 
ing the dogs.

Hagen Says That Such a 
Method of Drawing Crowds 
Is Hardly Advisable.

Money and the association of 
money with sport constitute an _ in- 
teresting topic of conversation as well 
as a constant source of material for 
writers, and the business affairs of 
professional athletes are in many 
cases common property. 

A great many people seem to be 
as much, if not more, interested in 
how much money I make than in 
how low scores.I make. 
sure that during the Dempsey-Gib- 
bons fight at Shelby, Mont., the ef- 
fert of the cowboy promoters to 
raise the purse -was a better morsel 
for the public than the fight. 

The latest comment among golf- 
ers pertains to the announcement 
from London that the Moor Park 
club. will charge 10 shillings, about 
two dollars and 50 cents, for my 
match there with Archie Compston. 
The announcement adds’ that the 
gallery will be limited to 1,500 for 
both days of play. I assume that 
either Bob Harlow, my manager, or 
myself, is being credited with a bit 
of finance, but we are innocent, 

Plenty. 

Ten shillings in British gilt is ive 
times as much as has ever been 
charged in Great Britain for any kind 
of a golf show, including the open 
and amateur championships. 

The established fee of the Royal 
and Ancient of St. Andrews has been 
a half crown, or about 60 cents, and 
as I have already been blamed for 
a lot of things I never did do in 
Britain I don’t want to take the 
brunt of raising the Royal and Ancient 
two dollars. This is the idea of the 
English promoters. 

Golf crowds show a_ gradual in- 
crease at the championships. in 
America, but they have never been 
very large when compared with those 
in other sports. This is_ indicated 
by the receipts taken by the United 
States Golf association at open and 
amateur championships. The gross 
at any one event has never reached 
$12,000, although these events have 
been held in the largest golf centers 
in America, with Bobby Jones and 
all of the leading professionals and 
amateurs entered. 

Ballyhoo. 

TI know one man who 
willing to guarantee 
States Galf association $15,000 for 
the gate at the open championship 
at the Olympia Fields club in Chi- 
cago in June. He says this event 
should draw $50.000, and would doe 
this if properly advertised. He de- 
clares that the ballyhoo for the golf 
championships has never been made 
an appeal to the general public. 

If this man could buy the gate, 
which of course cannot. be done, he 
says he would spend $5,000 mdré in 
selling the idea to the publie that 
the championship was open to all, 
that it was not for golfers alone. 
that all would be welcomed provided 
they purchased tickets, and that 
Bobby Jones, myself, and other lead- 
ing lights of the game would be in 
action and just as available a pub- 
lic eyeful as Tunney and Dempsey, 
or C. C. Pyle’s stake runners pass- 
ing through Arizona. 

Of course, if this did happen, it 
might interfere seriously with the 
play, especially if a great many pev- 
ple who knew little or nothing about 
the game should decide to attend. I 
imagine the United States Golf as- 
sociation would not relish any larger 
crowds than have been attending 
even if the association's bank ac- 
count would benefit. 

It would be interesting to see what 
the results would be if a real cam- 
paign were made to get spectators 
from outside of the golf circle.

Finishing touches are being put on 
the work for 1928 by the military 
department in preparation for the 


annual inspection and R. O. T. C.

Chicago, April 7.—(4)—Widespread 
freezing temperatures looked for to- 
night, with prospects that unseason- 
able cold will continue several days, 
did a good deal to hoist wheat .values 
today.

A Chicago observer 
telegraphed that from St. Louis to 
Kansas City via Columbia the damage 
by winter killing runs between 20 and 
SO per cent. MesS8ages from another 
source said that in the Florissant Val- 
ley, Missouri, the finest wheat land 
has no wheat. Ohio dispatches re 
ported the greater part of the crop 
abandoned between Cincinnati and Co- 
lumbus, and that elsewhere in Ohio 
after two weeks of growing weather 
much wheat left undisturbed because 
hope for improvement is now show- 
ing only avery light and spotted stand. 
Wet weather led to considerable 
buving of corn and, there was talk 
current, too, that a fair decrease 
would be shown in the corn available 
supply total on Monday.

PART I.

In the past few months the entire 
public has turned its eye for radio

Only until. re- 
cently the AC tube was a plaything 
in the radio engineer’s laboratory and

Each chairman whese work comes nnder 
this head has worked with zeal for the edn- 
cation and uplift of Georgia. The Fannie 
Trammell memorial, a $5,000 loan fund for 
boys apd -girls has received eplendid atten- 
tion. Gift scholarships amomnt to nearly 
$10,000. Georgia hag contributed to Martha 
Berry,- Tommassee, sother nationa schools, 
to Meadow Garden. Kenmore, other memo- 
ete. Of our $5.000 student loan fund 
completed two.yeats ago $1.000 is used as

was invested in anditoriam bonds. The com- 
hined Jean funds tn Georgia amount to more 
than $20,000. Patriotic lectures have been 
used in a number of achools, and our com- 
mittee on patriotic songs has been especia}- 
ly diligent, so that many prizes have been 
offered to the schools for best singing. Our 
textbook committee is ever on the alert to 
discover books which are not loral. Forest 
rebuilding and forest protection have .en- 
gaged our attention. and many trees and 
shrobs have been planted along our highwars 
and public parks. Our state chairman of 
forestry states that Mr. Lufburrow. who is 
at the head of state forestry writes that 
Georgia D..A. R. planted more trees and 
shrubs than any other organization in our 
states The Davey pamphlets were greatly 
enjoyed. All special patriotic days have 
been observed by our chapters. Girls home 
makers chairman reports increased interest 
and cooperation with the Girl Scouts. Mark- 
ed enthusiasm is shown in international re- 
lations, 

Our sfate chairman of creeds and correct 
use of the flag has made earnest efforts. 
and many coppies of flax code and the con- 
stitntion, have been distribnted. The flac 
lessons sent out by the chairman have been 
helpful and instructive. Our state chairman 
reports 78 histerie post cards and 
sent in and medals and prizes of valne have 
been -reported. Many valuable historical 
papers have heen sent by the chapters. The 
state chairman children of republic 
encouragingly of clubs formed, a few amone 
the negrooes.

Historica Spots. 

Many historic spots, old trails, and post 
roads have been located and marked. . The 
John Ball chapter at Irwinton erected a 
marker on the Old Hartford trail. the Calo- 
nel John McIntosh chapter at Conyers erect- 
ed a marker on the old. Bightower frail. 
The Major General Samuel Elbert chapter. 
of Tennille, placed a marker on the grave 
of William Franklin. who, with his son. 
George Franklin, established one of the 
early Baptist churches in Georgia. Both 
received grants of land for service {n the 
revolution. Ten graves of revolutionary sol- 
diers have heen marked, 36 located. The 
graves of several real daughters have heen 
locafed, two marked. Most of our chapters 
hate contributed $2 for marking historic

Lucy Cook Peel Memorial. 

Our chapters have contributed generously 
to the Lucy Cook Peel memorial. One otf 
the requirements of the honor roll was pur- 
chase of one of the books, ‘‘Historical Col- 
lections by Georgia Chapters.’’ br every 
chapter with membership under fifty and 
two books br chapters with membership 
over fifty. Our state historian spent several 
monthe in Augnsta copying old records which 
were in a dilapidated condition, and would 
snon be destroyed by the ravages of time. 
The committee considers publication of a 
new yolume soon. 

Our chairman reports nine new 
volumes purchased this year. a bound yol- 
ume of 64 rosters previously compiled, 14 
loose rosters to be hound with others in a 
second volume. She reports 71 lineage 
hooks purchased and donated, eighteen 
these given by the Hawkineville chapter.

received letter from the chief of division 
of the bureau of public roads who'had been 
consulted by our senators. All stated that 
the state highway commission had this mat- 
ter in cbarge. When we applied to the 
chairman of the state highway board, Hon- 
orable John N. Holder, he Yeadily gave us 
permission to name any highway in Georgia 
not already named. The Nancy Hart bhigh- 
way committee selected the highway from 
Hartwell to Augusta via Elberton and Wash- 
ington. The cemmittee has been actively at 
work to mark this highway, handsome mark- 
ers have been erected at Hartwell and El- 
berton and signs have been placed along the 
road. After consultation with my advisory 
committee, we decided to use state funds 
for marking historic places for the purpose 
of placing a marker on the highway in Aun- 
gusta during this conference. The chairman 
of historic spots gave consent, there were 
individual contributions from Miss Virginia 
Hardin and Mrs. C. H. Leavy. I have ob- 
tained information from the United States 
bureau of public roads that this is the only 
highway in the United States named for a 
woman, Agajn Georgia Db. A. R. leads! 
Your state regent is very much gratified 
this was proposed and accomplished 
her term.

No. 3—No resolution will he re- 
ceived he the resolution commit- 
tee unless presented by a member 
of the Georgia Federation of We 
men's clubs 

No. 4——No resolution will be ac- 
cepted unless if has been endorsed 
by the department and _— division 
chairmen under which it functions. 

No. 5—Resolutions of other or- 
ganizations as such will not be ac- 
cepted by the resolutions commit- 
tee, 

No. 6—Motions from the floor 
construed by_ the chair to be of 
the nature of resolutions, shall 
take the regular course of resolu- 
tions as prescribed in the rules 
governing the same. 

No. 7—No resolutions shall be 
considered by the hedy until 24 
hours has elapsed after the first 
presentation to the convention, or 
council, except on the last day, 
when one hour shall have elapsed. 

(o. S—KEmergency resolutions 
can be eousidered as such ently af- 
ier passing the resolutions com- 
mittee and receiving the endorse- 
ment of the president of the Geor- 
gin federation as an “emergency.”

Miss ‘Alice Baxter Requests 


Clubs To Observe Forestry W eek 


April 23-28 having been designated 


as American Forestry week, Miss 
Alice Baxter, chairman of forestry, 
Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
urges member clubs to ‘observe by 


programs or other means the need 
of forest preservation and to make 
to her as early as possible a full 
report of the forestry work of the 
year. 

Kight years ago, in 1920, the idea 
of devoting one week of the year to 
an educational campaign in the in- 
terest of forests originated in the 
Pacific vuorthwest. At first this week 
was called “Forest Protection week,’’ 
and was largely observed in the west. 
In 1921 President Harding brought 
the federal government behind the 
idea and issued the first presidential 
proclamation, President Coolidge has 
given the plan his approval and bas 
issued a proclamation each successive 
year. 

In 1924, hecause of the breadth 
and importance of the nation’s fores- 
try problem, President Coolidge. en- 
larged the scope of the undertaking 
and in his proclamation changed the 
name to American Forest week. 
Many governors have likewise issued 
special state proclamations. Canada. 
in view of the international aspect of 


the forestry problém, jointly agreed 
in 1926 and 1927 to celebrate the 
week concurrently with the United 
States, and this joint observance by 
the two countries is continued in 
1928. In Canada the week is known 
as “Save the Forests week.” but its 
observance is essentially the same in 
character as in our own country. 


Newfoundland also joined the annual 


American Forest week movement in 

1927. 
American Forest week is strictly 

and wholly educational in plan and 


purpose. It is an annual call to all 
citizens of America, both young and 
old, to lend their interest and support 
in bringing about hettet forestry con- 
ditions. It has vo other goab than 
that which a rightly informed public 
opinion may of itself set up and seek. 
Mrs. P, Brantley, president of 
Georgia Federation of Women's Clubs, 
has expressed her approval of the plan 
of the fifth district to hold bird pri- 
maries at the various clubs and 
schools to get an expression of a 
choice for a state bird, and asks that 
other districts follow a similar plan.

THE WINNER OF THE NOBEL 
PRIZE—1927 


Grazia Deledda, Italian novelist, is 
the second woman in twenty-five years 
to win the Nobel prize. “The Mother” 
is considered the test story writ- 
ten in Italy, and it is written by one 
of its best loved writers of literature. 

The author of “La Fuga in Fgitto” 
(The Flight to Egypt) and “La 
Madre” (The Mother) which was writ- 


Sardinia, this being the keynote of the 
love of a Sardinian mother for her son. 
It is believed it was this book “La 
Madre” that attracted the attention of 
the committee in awarding the Nobel 
prize for literature of 1927. The trans- 
lation from the Italian is -by Mary 
G. Steegmann, who says: 

“The Mother” is an unusual book, 
both in story and setting, it being lo- 
eated in a remote hill village in Sar- 
dinia, half civilized and superstitious. 
The chief interest lies in the study of 
the two leading characters and the ac- 
tion of the story takes place so rapidly 
and the actual drama is so interwoven 
with the mental conflict, and all so 
forced by circumstances, that it is al- 
most Greek in its inevitable tragedy. 
The book is just a human problem.” 

Grazia Deledda has been writing for 
some twenty-five years. She always 
uses the same setting for her stories— 
Sardinia, her own land, having been 


spent her childhood and youth among 
peasants and shepherds such as you 
will find in her writings. Upon her 
twenty-fifth birthday she married a 
young Lombard, a civil officer, Signor 
Madesani, and went to Rome to live. 
Her husband held a government posi- 
tion there at that time but he is now 
retired. It is only now and then that 
she consents to leave her quiet home 
life to meet well-known authors and 
rablie critics who, having discoveied 
her as a writer of genius, are very en- 
thusiastic about her work. 

The Swedish academy has honored 
a woman author whose love is so inter- 
woven with genius that not only Italy, 
but other countries realize that Grazia 
Deledda deserves the tribute that has 
been paid her by awarding her the 
Nobel prize for 1927. (MacMillan 
company, New York and Atlanta.)

But I caution you, it is hopeless. 
Grandma will just reiterate her con- 


viction that wet feet are bad business. 


When a million grandmothers, not 
all of the same sex, firmly insist that 
they do invariably take cold when 
they get their feet wet, it is fair to 
think there may be something in their 
contention. I think they are perfect- 
ly sincere about it, although I insist 
there is no such entity as a “com- 
mon cold,” and further I insist that 
no one ever suffers any illness other 
than frostbite as a consequence of 
exposure to cold.” Now, then, let us 
try and find a way out of this anom- 
nlous position. 

If grandma means she stuffs up 
and runs at the nose or perhaps 
sneezes or coughs a bit, after any 
such chilling, that is tantamount to a 
diagnosis of what really ails her. It 
strongly suggests that she really has 
some chronic rhintitis or other chron- 
ic . disease in the breathing tract. 
Such semi-invalids are so numerous 
that they vie with subjects of dental 
caries for the bad eminence of hav- 
ing the commonest known disease. 
But, alas, they have 
of normality. They are quite content 
with a 70 per cent health status be- 
cause it might consume a little 
thought, study, time and above all 
money to get somewhere around dhe 
90 per cent health status that is 
usually attainable. So they sit back, 
shut their eyes, lay back their ears 
and declare that empirical evidence is 
enough for them. I say this without 
mallets, though I often wish I had a 
pair of ’em at hand. 

People who have chronic rhinitis or 
other chronie respiratory diseases are 
usually more sensitive to trifling me- 
chanical variations in the circulation 
than well folk. They are-living and 
keeping comfortable on a narrower 
margin than well folks have. So 
they are truly annoyed by a draft 
that a well person finds pleasant and 
refreshing. They truly suffer some 
inconvenience or disturbance from a 
wetting of the feet or from a change 
in the weight or warmth of clothing. 

but to put it quite eandidly I have 
not a darn bit of sympathy for ’em; 
in fact I’m glad to see ’em suffer 
this way, if they obstinately insist 
that this temporary discomfort is 

a “cold.’”’ It is no new iNness at all; 
it is merely an expression of symp- 
toms of a chronic disorder stimulat- 
ed by mechanical congestion. 

When I preach, as I do now and 
again, that the hot mustard foot bath 
properly administered to a patient in 
bed is the best first aid treatment for 
acute coryza, acute bronchitis, acute 
earache and, when dental surgery is 
unavailable, for “ulcerated tooth’ J] 
acknowledge the reflex action of heat 
or cold upon the internal or central 
circulation, The heat stimulates 
nerve endings in the skin of the feet, 
the sensory nerves convey the impulse 
to the vasomotor center in the medul- 
la and a constrictor impulse is sent 
to the congested area in the nose, 
ear, ehest and a dilator impulse. to 
the peripheral or surface vessels. The 
surface becomes flushed and warm, 
and the central congestion is relieved. 
Reverse this process and you under- 
stand how cold or wet feet tend to 
increase congestion in the internal or 
central circulation. It is just so in 
health; it is merely more noticeable 
to the victim of an abnormality of 
the nose, throat or chest. 

Even so, there is no reason to ima- 
gine that this purely mechanical or 
reflex congestion does any harm. It 
is annoying, uncomfortable for an 
hour perhaps, but it doesn’t make the 
poor old fossil sick at all, I regret to 
say. It just seems to make him 
dumb and obstinate and unreasonable. 

I doubt that any reader with 
chronie rhinitis or other chronic res- 
piratory trouble will think of it, but 
a thinking, reasoning, logical person 
might ask right here how I explain

That's easy—and I am not going to 
switch the argument by A hair's 
breadth. When you clearly compre- . 
hend the precise meaning of the terms 
congestion, inflammation and infec- 
tion, terms teo often confused, you 
will have to admit that my contention 
is logical. 

Congestion means too much blood 
in the tissue, organ or region in ques- 
tion, doesn't it? Inflammation means 
something more than that; it means 
exudation of fluid or cells from the 
blood vessels into the tissue. Infec- 
tion means invasion of the tissue by 
germs. Infection does not mean the 
mere entrance of germs into the mouth 
or nose or the lodgment of germs on 
the skin; that’s mere contamination 
or contagion, if you please. It isn't 
infection until the germs have gained 
foothold in the tissues, 

Congestion is an invariable feature 
of acute inflammation. Acute inflam- 
mation of the lining of the nasal 
chamber is called coryza and is usual- 
ly, not always, caused by infection. 
Every remedy that seems to do any 
good whatever in such an illness eith- 
er opposes the action of germs or aids. 
the body’s natural process of coping 
with the germs. In most instances 
of common respiratory infection (cri}* 
the body can, and does cope with the 
germs and the patient recovers wheth- 
er he has treatment or‘not. In coryza 
the congestion incident to onset of 
the inflammation tends to prevent 
the normal germicidal action of the 
blood, because once the white cor- 
puseles in the congested area have 
ingested a load of the invading germs, 
they are out of the fight for the time 
being, and a fresh levy must be 
brought to the fie]d of battle to keep 
up the relentless attack until all the 
invading germs have been destroyed, 
If we can relieve the congestion by 
means of the hot mustard foot -bath 
we will ‘make room for the fresh 
phagocytes to get in there and fight. 

If that isn’t science I don’t know 
a thing. 

You will note that nothing has been 
said about “eliminating toxie mat- 
ter” or anything like that. We leave 
such hooey to the mail order “spe- 
cialist,” shortcut drugless healers, and * 
old fogy medical men. Whoever un- 
dertakes to instruct the publie in mat- 
ters of health ought to stick to the 
facts. And so should your grand- 
mother.

<Thirty years ago Rigaud, then a 
student at the Ecole des Beaux Arts, 
and J. K. Huysmans, the philosoph**,

were wont to walk about the off and 
forgotten streets of Paris. 

In earlier years, as an agnostic, 
Huysmans had written books express- 
ing his doubts, and phrasing an in- 
dividualistic philosophy; in later life 
he had accepted Christianity and had 
become one of the foremost critics of 
religious painting and architecture in 
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Europe. At the time of the begin- 
ning of the friendship between these 
:wo men Huysmans had just complet- 
ed his famous book, ‘‘The Cathedral,” 
which he had written about Chartres, 
and it was of the richness of the long 
study which had occasioned this book 
‘ that Gaston Rigaud drank during 
their long walks together. 

The young man and his teacher 
would stop one day at Notre Dame, 
another to taste of the beauty of 
Saint Etienne de Mont, or again to 
watch the light of the dying day play 
its drama upon the fourteenth century 
glass windows of the venerable Saint 


Severin; Huysmans, ever explaining 


the meaning of the: colors and point- 
ing out the secrets that the masons 
of the Middle Ages had hidden in their 
work, and Rigaud, ever tempering 
those teachings with his artist’s under- 
standing and conception of beauty. 

Such was the young man Rigaud, 
who used to walk with Huysmans in 
the early years of this century; the 
Rigaud that one sees today is quite 
another person. Conjure, if you can, 
the usually accepted picture of a 
French artist—massive, in stature 
somewhat between short and tall, a 
heavy, shaggy head touched with 
gray and a beard of bristling mag- 
nificence. Dress your picture in a 
flowing Windsor tie and a comfort- 
able, well worn, slightly oversize black 
Suit, and you have a picture of Rigaud 
Or a caricature of a Parisian ‘artist. 
A critic has said that ‘‘of all the artists 
in Paris, only Rigaud looks the part.” 
By “looking the part” is meant that 
today only Rigaud clings to the tradi- 
tions and habits which he grew up 
with in the golden nineties. 

When Rigaud was 24 years old, 
Gustav Moreau, the artist, critic and 
philosopher, the friend of de Musset, 
was brought to his studio. Rigaud had 
just finished two pictures, one a dead 
Christ, the other a study made in the 
Church of Saint Germain de Pres. - 

Moreau looked at them for a long 
time; finally he turned to the young 
painter and said: 

“Rigaud, you have painted a dead 
Christ and it is worthless, but im a 
corner of an old church you have 
found and painted the Spirit of the 
Living Christ. You love the light, 
the silence, the mystery of cathedrals 
—paint them! There you will find 
your peace.” 

The criticism of Moreau complete- 
ly changed the life of the young artist. 
From that time on Rigaud painted 
only cathedrals. Today, looking back 
over his life, he says: 

“From my childhood I have been 
attracted to the old cathedrals, the 
mystery of their shadows, the joy of 
light playing across their stained glass 
windows, the vaulted unreal silence of 
their great naves. In His great cathe- 
drals | have sought God and I have 
found Him. I have peered deep into 
the shadows and seen the great mys- 
teries that. lurk there. 

“Roman architecture, with — its 
crushing weight, is to me the symbol 
of kneeling multitudes offering up 
their prayers. But the Gothic! I am 
French, and | feel the Gothic as' only 


the French can. The majesty of great 
upsurging lines, arching and then fly- 
ing heaverfward beyond! Massive 
pillars, with their strong bases and 
their lacy dream-fashioned capitals— 
they are the Stone Saints of northern 
France. Magnificent in allure, noble 
in strength, and yet withal so simple! 
The Gothic cathedrals are the gar- 
dens of the soul, and | paint the flow- 
ers of those gardens.” 

In the years of his youth, up to 
1905, Rigaud painted the cathedrals 
and churches of Paris. He worked in 
Notre Dame, Saint Severin, Saint Ger- 
main de Pres and Saint Etienne du 
Mont. He found and painted secrets 


which had lived unseen for centuries. | 


All the world knew the great Rose 
Window of Notre Dame, but Rigaud 
discovered a hundred Rose Windows 
—no two the same—and showed 
them to Paris. He painted it in the 
clear purity of early dawn, in the hot 
incense-filled atmosphere of- high 
noon, in the mystical lights of sum- 
mer evenings. He painted its secrets, 
changing with the seasons and with 
the years. 

In 1905 Gaston Rigaud first saw 
Chartres and in the evening of “his 
first day in this little cathedral city 
he noted in his journal: 

“Today I have known ecstasy! In 
Notre Dame of Chartres I have found 
the realization of my dreams. Here I 
have seen the ultimate perfection in 
art; here lives the spirit of beauty.” 
One may say that from that day the 
title of Gaston Pierre Rigaud was no 
longer the ‘‘Painter of the Cathedrals 
of France.’’ He had become. ‘The 
Painter of Chartres.” 

The history of Chartres has been 
written many times. French authors 
have bent their pens to the story of 
the Cathedral; Adams has told it in 
English, Huysmans has drawn a 
philosophy from it; Rigaud has paint- 
ed it for 23 years. 

Before the birth of Christ, before 
the daughter of Joachim was born, 
in the dim shadows of the ages the 
Druids erected-in the grotto which is 
now the crypt of the Cathedral a fig- 
ure of 2 woman, and under it wrote a 
legend which an old chronicler trans- 
lates, “Virgini Pariturae,”” which when 
freely put into English, means, ‘‘The 
Virgin who will bear a Son.”’ Another 
old manuscript tells that in the time 


of the Apostles and during the life- 
time of Mary, the Bishop Aventine 
raised a church there ‘‘as high as the 
farthest reaches of the heavens.” 

However, there is factual evidence 
that by 1260 there had been four edi- 
fices upon the present site of Chartres 
Cathedral when, on the 17th of No- 
vember of that year, the Bishop Reg- 
nault de Moucon, in the presence of 
Saint Louis, King of France, conse- 
crated the Basilica which stands to- 
day, which Gaston Rigaud paints. 

The Middle Ages were generous to 
Our Lady of Chartres. Traveling 
bands of artists and artisans seem to 
have given their finest work to make 
this cathedral the most beautiful of 
all France. Here is found the finest 
glass work of those centuries and the 
highest perfection of sculpture and 
architecture. As the Moven Age was 
generous, so- the centuries to follow 
were kind. Wars, revolutions- and 
the Protestant disturbances swept over 
France; cities and cathredals were 
sacked or destroyed, but Chartres has 
lived through eight troublous cen- 
turies and comes today curiously un- 
scathed. 

Gaston Rigaud has written: “‘Char- 
tres is the most complete Basilica of 
France. All its glass, all its statues 
are today’ as they were in the Middie 
Ages. It is the most: precious, the 
most beautiful, the most perfectly 
conserved monument of an age which 
has completely passed. 

“In the many hundreds of times 
that I have entered the cathedral to 


paint, | have never once failed te feel . 


the spirit that Chartres alone possesses 
of all cathedrals. The mystery of 
prayer floods the church, a mystery 
cloaked in rubies, turquotses and 
emeralds, whispering a deep and 
spiritual message never twice the 
samie, changing with the hours of the 
day, with the sun of winter and the 
sun of summer. Chartres Cathedral 
is a symphony, sometimes blue and 
gold, again mauve and green, but 
ever in the evening a haze of golden 
tints carrying a message to the weary, 
the sick and the discouraged.” 

The old sacrisan of the Cathedral 
talks of Gaston Rigaud as if a Parisian 
painter, and not a bishop, ruled the 
diocese of Chartres: 

“He has shown me new things to 
love in this church | guard. I have

written four books about Chartres and 
its Cathedral, but all that I have told 
| have first seen upon the canvases of 
our painter.” 

In 1914 France went to war, and 
for four years there was little painting 
done—none by Rigaud. The old 
sacristan shrugs his shoulders and 
says: ““C’est-une chose toute a fait 
differente!”” and points above his 
desk to a photograph of the ‘Painter 
of Chartres” in poilu blue. In 1918, 
when Rigaud returned to Chartres, he 
found an entirely different cathedral. 
During the dark days of the war, when 
it seemed that Paris might be lost to 
the Germans, the great windows of 
Chartres were removed to the south. 
In 1918 they were returned, but in 
the interval scholars had studied them 
and searched for possible signatures 
of their makers, and in their search 
the grime of almost eight centuries 
had been removed. The windows of 
Chartres had been washed! Rigaud 
looked upon his Cathedral and saw it 
as the people of the Middle Ages saw 
it shortly after its completion, flooded 
with clear bold colors, brilliant and 
dazzling im their purity. Only in his 
painting of the years before the war 
can there be seen the old softness of 
colors, the deep mellowness of the 
years. 

Rigaud still paints, but he paints a 
new Chartres. 

“Two centuries will pass before an- 
other painter will find the same lights, 
the same mysterious shadows that I 
saw there in the early spring of 1914. 
But,” Rigaud adds, “Chartres is no 
less beautiful; it is only different. 

“! have felt almost the same sen- 
sations of beauty at Bourges, at 
Rheims, at Milan, in Saint Mark’s in 
Venice—but they were fugitive and 
passing. At Chartres they are ever 
present. They come to one in the 
first light of dawn, in the brilliance of 
high noon, in the eerie half-light of 
evening. Even in the night, when 
only prayers remain and a blue mist 
from the great windows bespeaks a 
deeper darkness beyond, there is yet 
the eternally trembling flame of the 
little red lamp burning before the 
Chapel of Mary, lifting up its orison 
to the ever invisible presence of God. 
Born of the blue Heaven, glittering 
in the joy of day, the Cathedral of 
Chartres ever whispers its great mes- 
Sage. 

‘“‘To paint my Cathedral my palette 
would have to carry rare and precious 
stones and with them tell of the deep 
organ tones of inexpressible colors and 
the great indefinable mystery of all 
that is beautiful. .But this my poor 
colors will not do. It is the soul of 
Chartres that I tell of and try to ex- 
press, and to this task my whole life 
has been devoted.” 

But at least once did the artist’s 
palette bear rare and precious stones 
to his cathedral. In Rigaud’s studio 
there is an easel covered with an 
ancient Persian rug. Under it is 
always the last picture to be shown to 
visitors. He explains that it was 
painted before 1914, that it shows 
Chartres before the war, and that it

»MILY BOOKER ‘“‘did_ for’ 
people in the village of Lit- 
tle Dole Keynes. Sometimes 
She ‘‘did for’? Amardis, the 
little girl who lived with her 
grandmother in the cottage 

called “Cooden.’’. Emily Booker did 
uncommonly well for people, leaving 
behind her a wake of brightness where 
she had scrubbed and rubbed and pol- 
ished. Amardis declared that the cot- 
tage was never nicer than after one 
of Emily Booker’s 

visits. She was a rare 

cleaner. and a good, 

kind soul. She could 

cook, too — pastries 

and Sussex Wollops 

any Many a savory 

dish, the recipes for 

which existed in the 

days of the con- 

queror. 

But -despite the 
virtue and variety of 
her gifts Emily Book- 
er in no way reflect- 
ed the brightness that 
followed in her 
wake. Indeed, it 
would be no lie to 
say that she cut a sad 
figure in village so- 
cietv. Her clothes of 
rusty black would 
have been appro- 
prite to the charac- 
ter of Hamlet’s aunt 
—her manner of 
carrying herself was 
limp and lifeless and 
the expression. on 
her face was one of 
perpetual melan- 
choly. 

The rustic mind is 
not = introspective, 

“neither does it bother 

itself, to any practi- 
eal extent, over 
neighborly troubles 
and peculiarities. It 
accepts the human 
race on its face value 
without delving into 
the mysterious cause 
that shape that outer 
mask into the like- 
ness of comedy or pathos. Thus, 
while accepting Emily Booker’s fine 
quality as a cleaner, as a person of 
moral rectitude and as one to whom 
children could safely be entrusted, 
they were not slow to express the 
opinion that in moods of gayety she 
was a sorry companion. 

Any one who has already made ac- 
quaintance with Amardis will have 
gathered that although young in years 
she was wise in experience. Amardis 
was not content to form her estimates 
from the slender evidence of external 
things. So far as in her lay the power 
Amardis liked to probe a mystery to 
iis foundations. In her were deep 
wells of compassion’ and the spectacle 
of sadness in others induced a similar 
State in herself. She could:not bear 
_to see Emily Booker dragging round 
sorrv and woebegone. 

The inhabitants of the village of 


e 
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Little Dole Keynes had their troubles 
like other people, but these they swift- 
ly overcame and returned to their 
cheerful selves. Now and again there 
would be quarrellings, bickerings and 
beer inspired fights, but thanks to a 
benign alchemy of earth and sun and 
good fellowship, these were soon for- 
gotten and forgiven. No other vil- 
lager had ever gone about as Emily 
Booker went about continuously ex- 
hibiting an aura of sombre melan- 
choly. The cheerful spirit of that lit- 
tle community had passed her by. It 
was very strange that this should be 
so for rumor, which is the village his- 
torian, had it that, before the war, a 
more high spirited girl than Emily 
had never danced upon the green. 
During the war an insatiable indus- 
try had rapt Emily Booker away from 
the gentle surroundings of her birth- 
place to the din and clangor of a mu- 
nition works out Portsmouth way. On 
the signing of the armistice she had 
returned, a buxom, not ill looking 
woman of twenty-six, with tired eyes

In 
their opinion it was 
very nice for Emily 
Rooker to be such a 
joke. 

A story become 
current that once 
she intercepted a wink intended for 
some one else and, being unfamiliar 
with that form of introduction, had 
come forward, with the corner of her 
handkerchief screwed up, to remove 
whatever foreign matter had found its 
way into into the young man’s eye. 

There was not, of course. a vestige 
of truth in this story, but it lost noth- 
ing on that account. 

In the presence of a persistent im- 
pression about any person or thing it 
is a very difficult matter to form and 
maintain a contrary view. Thus, in 
spite of a habit of making un her own 
mind, independent of common opin- 
ion, about this that or the other, 
Amardis instinetively accepted the lo- 
cal rule that Emily Booker was a 
“proper spinster.”’ 

It must not be thought that Amardis 
engaged in the malicious sport prevail- 
ing among the rustic population.

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| What Has Happened to Justice? 


Ralph Seager Accused of Sending the 
Bomb that Slew Sweetheart—Freed 
Despite Circumstantial Evidence 


HE LAW wove a web of cir- 
cumstantial evidence around 
Ralph Seager, who wis ac- 
cused of sending an tnfernal 
machin2 to Mrs. Arleae Cur- 
tis Kelley, the woman who 
had lived with him and then thrown 
him over. But it was not strong 
enough to convince the jury that 
Seager had committed the crime. The 
prosecution had many witnesses, but 
one important witness was lacking: 
some one who had seen the accused 
man near the scene. 
Seager’s chief defense was his alibi, 
and this proved enough to acquit him. 
The case is similar in many respects 
to the recent Ottawa, Ill., ‘love 
bomb’’ case, wherein Hiram Reed, like 
Seager the son of a farming family, 
was accused of placing dynamite in a 
schoolhouse stove with the intent of 
killing his sweetheart, Miss lola Brad- 
ford. The young woman was terribly 
hurt and scarred for life in the ex- 
plosion. 


“Scratch a lover and you'll find a 
murderer,’’ say the criminologists. The 
record seems to bear this out. Men 
in love—and women, too, of course— 
apparently will stop at nothing when 
once the destructive impulse possesses 
them. Some of the most outrageous

murders we know of were the fvuit of 
this so-called tender passion. 

We will consider the case of Ralph 
Seager, who was accused of sending 
a bomb to a woman who had spurned 
him. 

According to the records of justice, 
Seager stands cleared of this most 
atrocious crime, despite the tangle of 
circumstantial evidence in which he 
became involved, and which brought 
him to trial in Syracuse, N. Y. The 
most damaging sort of evidence was 
unearthed against Seager, yet he over- 
camé@ it with his alibi, furnished by 
members*of his family.. And he went 
free. 

But somebody sent Mrs. Arlene 
Curtis Kelley a bomb—and that kill- 
ed her. Somewhere there is a miurder- 
er who has defeated justice In this 
case. 

Let us review ‘lie whole affair and 
see how Seager became involved in 
the web of circumstances and how he 
worked his way out of the web. 


The Fatal Spark. 


Mrs. Kelley was not a young wo- 


man—she was 45 at the time of her 
death, eight years older than Seager 
—but she had the spark that inflames 
men. Her family was from Bingham- 
ton, N. Y. She had married William 
Kelley in Binghamton and borne him 
five children, but at the time of the 
crime she had been separated from 
her husband for several years. Kelley 
had become a cripple. 

So far as is known, the woman 
never considered divorcing Kelley, or 
at least never took any steps to di- 
vorce him. Other men came into her 
life after she and her husband went 
their separate ways but she remained 
Kelley’s legal wife until the end. 

She had been a nurse before her 
marriage; She returned to this pro- 
fession after the breakup. 

According to Seager, he become ac- 
quainted with Mrs. Kelley at the Cort- 
land county fair in. 1920. He said they 
were introduced by a mutual friend. 
They became very friendly; in court 
he admitted that for a time they had 
lived together in Elmira. When Mrs. 
Kelley moved to Syracuse to take up 
practical nursing, Seager made fre- 
quent visits to her rooming house. 


Seager came of a Cortland farm- 
ing family; he was born and had spent 
most of his life on a farm just out- 
side the village of Cortland. He had 
narried a Cortland girl in 1917, served 
in France as a driver in a transport 
unit, "had been gassed in action, and 
had returned home to become, like 
Mrs. Kelley, involved in domestic diffi- 
culties. In his case, however, there 
had been a divorce. | 

When he first met Mrs. Kelley, he 
was working as a weaver in a Cort- 
land mill. From all accounts, the wo- 
man took complete possession of him. 
For a while he found no reason to be 
suspicious of her or to question her 
affection. He visited her, took her for 
long drives in his automobile, and was 
happy. 

But presently, as happens in the 
best regulated of affairs, tenderness 
turned to rage. Seager discovered evi- 
dence of a rival in the affection of 
his beloved. 

Two post cards from one Carl Bol- 
woskie, of Rochester, started Seager 
down his path of frenzy. He accused 
Mrs. Kelley of trying to throw him 
over. They quarreled. The woman 
told him she did not want to see him 
any more. Finally, when her coolness 
continued, he wrote Mrs. Kelley a let- 
ter threatening to kill himself if she 
did not let him see her. 

Definitely Through. 

But the woman seemed definitely 
through with him. Early. in June, 
1926, she entered the home of Miss 
Pauline Hirsch, in Syracuse, as a 
nurse. He tried to see her there. Mrs. 
Kelley caused members of the Hirsch 
family to say that she was not there. 
Afterwards he was observed several 
times driving past the house. 

On the night of June 13, 1926, 
Mrs. Kelley received a newspaper- 
wrapped package at her rooming 
house. The package had been left in 
the vestibule early in the morning and 
had remained in the lower hall all day. 
Mrs. Kelley arrived home at 10 
o’clock in the evening. Another room- 
er called her attention to the bundle. 

“Feels like a bomb,” said Mrs. 
Kelley, jokingly, as she lifted it up. 
Then she took it to her room. 

A few seconds later the house was 
rocked by a terrific explosion. Other 
occupants rushed to Mrs. Kelley’s 
room to find the place demolished 


and the mangled body of the nurse 
on the floor. 

Mrs. Kelley, however, was not 
dead. She did not die for several 
hours. Before she breathed her last, 
she told the police her story and named 


Ralph Seager, the Cortland, N. Y., weaver, 
who was acquitted of the murder of 
Mrs. Kelley. 


Seager as the probable murderer. She 

said he had not threatened her life, 

but had told her he would take his 
own if she continued to spurn him. 
The Long Distance €all. . 

“| had been keeping company with 

Carl Bolwoskie,’’ she whispered, ‘and 


it made Ralph jealous. I have been 
afraid of him.” 

The police arrested Seager at his 
home, the Seager farm, 35 miles from 
the scene of the crime. He said he 
had been home all the previous day. 
The authorities also took Bolwoskie 
into custody and held him as a mate- 
rial witness. He told a similiar story 
of Seager’s pursuit of Mrs. Kelley. 


According to the police some one 
called up the rooming house on the 
morning of the crime and asked if 
everything was all right. 

Charles Thiele, proprietor of the 
house, said that at about 10 a. m. he 
had received a long distance call from 
Cortland. The operator, when told 
that Mrs. Kelley was not at home, 
connected Thiele with a man who did 
not give his name. The man asked 
whether everything was all right, in- 
quired concerning Mrs. Kelley’s health 
and then hung up. 

In this connection it is interesting 
to recall that the Krumbaech bomb 
murders in Michigan happened just 
three weeks before this. Asa Bartlett, 
as has been told in this series, had 
Sent an infernal machine to his politi- 
cal rival, Augusta Krumbaech, and the 
bomb had killed three persons. The 
case had received wide publicity. 

The police gathered all the evi- 
dence they could in Mrs. Kelley’s 
room. They found enough of the in- 
fernal machine to learn how it had 
been made. Shattered fragments of 
letters were also discovered; the of- 
ficers speculated whether they had 
been inclosed in the package. 

One of the scraps said, “‘l am going 
to love you whether you like ii or 
not.”” Another letter opened with 
words of love and ended with threats. 


Even this early in the investigation, 
everything pointed: to Seager as the 
perpetrator. But police were to find 
much more circumstantial evidence 
against him. 


During the weeks before the trial, 
the police reconstructed the bomb un- 
til they were able to tell not only 
how it had been made but also the 
names of the manufacturers and the 
approximate dates of the purchases, 
They also found witnesses who were 
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Mrs. Kelley’s room after the bomb had tern it to pieces.

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It is safe to predict that Holland will always | 
have the task of producing the world’s tulips, . * 
because ner soil and climate cannot be dupli- 
cated elsewhere, and her expert growers are 
versed in mysteries, handed down from genera- 
tion to generation, which are unknown beyond 
her boundaries. There are Dutchmen who, by 
looking at the unassuming exterior of a dried 
bulb, can tell what color flower it will bring 
forth. One of them assured me this was easy 
to do! | | 

Whether or not we accept the notion that the 
salt breeze of the North Sea has a tonic, not to 
say magic, effect on growing bulbs, the fact re- 
mains that the principal flower-raising area is 
just back of the dunes, which check the sea but! 
not its breezes. The soil is sandy and the re- 
cipient of much rain. [ doubt if there is a 
watering hose in the whole of Holland. In- 
stead, in this ideal climate for ducks the problem 
is one of drainage; and so between each two 
beds of flowers—which are six feet wide—small 
ditches are dug in the sand to drain the rain 
off into the adjacent canals, which also serve 
in lieu of fences and private roads. 

Another favorable factor is freedom from ex- 
treme changes of temperature. When the bulbs 
are put into the ground in the autumn the 
weather man doesn’t interpolate a sudden warm 
spell. If he did, as he sometimes provokingly 
does in America, the bulbs would feel springy 
and get growing pains—and then would come * 
Jack Frost, asking: “What’s all the shootin’ 
for?” In Holland, when bulbs are put to bed 
they stay asleep until popping-up time. 

Quite as fmportant is the even disposition of ” 
the thermometer in June, when the bulbs are 
multiplying. The process takes place about four 
weeks after flowering, and while the young 
bulblets are being formed a heat spell is fatal.

N HOLLAND in the spring time millions 
upon niillions of gorgeous blossoms are 
thrown away. One sees~great piles of 

fresh culled blooms, looking like precious 
heaps of pure pigment, dumped at the edges 
ef the fields and spilling over into the 
eanals. Often the waters of the la:ter are 
golden or ruddy with the squandered weaith 
of petals floating upon trem. 

Yet if one seeks to purchase a bunch of 
these same tulips, nyacintns or daffodils, one 
finds that they are fairly expensive. It is not 
the flowers, but the stems, that cost money! 

The explanation of this paradox is that 
each stem is reckoned as the private property 
of a valuable bulb. The bulb pumps sap into 
it, causing it to grow and achieve a flower 
But this is an arduous, fatiguing accomplish- 
ment, even for a Dutch bulb [f left to its 
own devices it might overtax itself and nurt 
tts future career So the Dutch horticul- 
turist watches proceedings til) full tioom 1s 
attained: then he decapitates—either with a 
knife or by pulling the petals off between the 
gecond and third fingers of his upturned 
hand 

In other words, severa! days worth of the 
puib’s overhead expense is saved and Yput 
back In the bank.” And the stem, withering, 
returns the sap m& borrowed. The result is 
that the bulb, when mature. will be able to 
go into business for itself abroad 

Multiply this little episode by half a billion 


and you nave an idea of what happens In 
Holland during April and May. Fifteen thou- 
sand acres of flowers! As, for climatic rea- 
sons, the greater number of these fields are 
located in a district only about twenty miles 
long and less than five miles wide, the mass- 
ing of vivid rectangles of color turns the 
landscape into a gigantic paintbox. 

Actually, this orderly orgy is a spring Fash- 
10n Show of Flowers, determining what the 
well dressed garden wii] wear a year hence—- 
in America, England, Scandinavia, Germany 
and other countries. For Holland’s tulips are 
raised not for sport, but for export. One 
hundred and twenty-nine millions ot the 
tulips which blossomed in her fields last 
spring since nave crossed the Atlantic and 
have been planted in American soil, so that 
they might bloom here this spring; about 
one for every inhabitant of the United States. 

But, as certain large estates have laid in 
proportionately large supplies of them—l 
know of one such where 300,000 bulbs have 
been tucked in—the probabilities are that 
some of us will have to do without our tulip 
this year. However, there were also brought 
over 10,000,000 Dyocuses and 30,000,000 hya- 
cinths. The total value of Dutch bulbs 
bought by America tast year was about 
$6,000,000. England. with a much smaller 
population, was an equally substantial cus- 
tomer. In all; the Dutch growers — in 
4927 about $20,000,000 worth.

The indoor processing is where the tricks and 
refinements of the game come in. Growers tell 
me that any competent farmer in Holland can 
cultivate bulbs in the fields—and many of them 
do om contract with the big concerns—but it 
takes art, science and generations of experience 
to practice the wizardry that goes on in the 
storehouses, as to the details of which they are 
not exactly chatty. 

I learned, though, that special drying methods 
are responsible for early blooming. A bulbs 
performance next spring can be speeded up this 
July: Some are made early birds by kiln-drying 
—a curious feature of which is that the color 
becomes paler in the process. This means that 
the pink tulips which beautified our florists’ 
windows last month bloomed scarlet in Holland 
a year ago. 

In closely guarded laboratories hybridizing 
\ ts experimented with and new varieties- are 
schemed. The famous Darwin breed of tulips 
was thus evolved, as the result of about forty 
years of planting and modifying by Dutch Bur- 
banks. At the present time any novelties that 
look worth while are exhibited by their origi- 
nators at the flowem show in Haarlem, which 
takes place every week during the spring season. 

The winning of an award at one o: these trade 
shows gives immediate prestige. The novelty at 
once commands a high price and is sought by 
other growers. But such a reward is not readily 
gained, as Dutch judges will not confer indorse- 
ment upon an entry merely because it is new; 
it must be reliable as well. “Very interesting,” 
they say. “Produce it again next year and see 
if it holds up.” It takes about ten years to de- 
velceg a new variety of tulip from the experi- 
men i stage to large quantity production. 

Iy he days of the tulip mania, which was 
in wi seventeenth century, quantity produc- 
tion was not thought of. The big idea then 
was uniqueness. People paid fantastic prices for 
new varieties and color combinations, and the 
furor spread as far as France, causing the 
courtiers of Louis XIII to rush posthaste to 
Haz-tem in the hope of purchasing something 
excwssive. Prized bulbs were weighed on the

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goldsmith’s scales, and one could buy a thou- 
sandth interest in a single bulb, which was 
thus made a corporation. 

People in all walks of life bought and sold 
shares in tulips which sometimes weren’t even 
in the ground. If, when spring came, their 
investment failed to bloom it meant bank- 
cuptcy. The butcher, the baker, the candle- 
stick maker, all attempted bulb growing in 
their little gardens or yards, hoping that 
something unexpected might blossom forth 
and bring a phenomenal price at the local 
auction. The gambling fever reached such 
proportions that at last, after four hectic 
years (1634-’37), the government had tc put 
an end to it by proclamation. 

It is interesting to note that during the 
period of frantic speculation the varieties of 
tulips most sought after were the varicolored 
or striped ones. This was due to the ornate 
late Renaissance taste of the day (which was 
tending in the direction of the Baroque) ana 
to the fact that a person who had staked his 
all on a single costly tulip would expect it 
to “look the money.” An appreciation of the 
beauty of one-color tulips could not come 
until the era of large plantings of flowers in 
which one variety offset the other and no 
individual blossom was called upon to be the 
whole show. ' 

However, the present slighting of the striped 
bijbloom seems rather a pity. Personally. I 
know of no lovelier sight than a field of 


these “broken blossoms” nodding their heads 
in the wind. They have a charm which is 
quite distinct and apart from that of the 
unicolor flowers, which depend on other va- 
rieties for contrast. Even though they may 
not be good mixers, they make a brave ap- 
pearance and deserve a place of honor of 
their own. 

{ am glad to hear that a plan is on foot to 
popularize the striped variety on this side of 
the water by teaching them to acquire the 
colors of some of our leading colleges. Per- 
haps the descendants of some tulip in which 
Richelieu delighted will wave blue and white 
on the campus at Columbia, and some gor- 
geous black blossoms like the famous one 
which Dumas immortalized, but with orange 
edging, will symbolize Old Nassau to the sons 
of Princeton. 

About a century after the tulip frenzy there 
occurred an almost equal excitement over 
nyacinths, but, fortunately, this commotion 
subsided without serious financial havoc; and 
since then the hyacinth has shared with the 
daintily demure narcissus the honor of being 
in the trio of Holland’s favorite flowers. 

And what pride the Hollanders do take in 
their country’s spring glory! The roads lead- 
ing into the district between Haarlem and 
Leyden are swarming wilh gay pedestrians 
and people of all ages riding bicycles. All 
are in holiday mood. Many carry flowers and

to score telling points for the prosecu- 
tion. 

District Attorney Clarence Unck- 
less hoped by all this to force a con- 
-fession from Seager, but the accused 


man never once deviated from his - 


Story. 

Seager went on trial February 7, 
1927, in the county court of Onon- 
daga county before Judge William L. 
Barnura. In this first attempt to try 
the prisoner, Unckless obtained a 
“burning jury,”’ but before the peo- 
ple’s side had been introduced one of 
the jurymen, James Kinney, of Bew- 
erton, was stricken ill. As a result of 
this, a mistrial was ruled. 

Almost two months passed then 
before Seager again went on trial. 
This was on April 10. Great dif- 
ficulty was experienced in picking a 
jury, as citizens expressed reluctance 
to serve in a first degree murder case, 
especially one built up on circumstan- 
tial evidence. As the reader knows, 
it has become a very difficult thing 
to convict a person of murder when 
there is no confession and no eye- 
witness. 

After Coroner Tyree Wvatt estab- 
lished the corpus delicti, patrolmen 
and roomers at the rooming house de- 
Scribed the events of the murder day, 
the explosion and the scene. 

Then District Attorney Unckless 
began to reveal the chain of evidence 
he had forged. 

He summoned to the stand John 
Taylor, a blaster of Cortland county. 
Tayior related that Seager had pur- 
chased dynamite, electric blasting caps 
and other material from him. 

Grover Hollenbeck, a friend of the 
defendant, admitted he had been with 
Seager when the latter had bought 
the dynamite and caps less than a 
week before the murder. 


“What Would Happen ?”’ 


Fred C. Hencle, a Cortland mer- 
chant, told of selling Seager an elec- 
tric knife switch. 

Curtis O. Farnham, an aged me- 
chanic in the mill where Seager was 
employed, testified that the man had 
asked him about dynamite. He said 
Seager inquired as to how it could be 
set off and then asked: 

“What would happen if a stick of 
dynamite went off in a_ person’s 
hand? ’*%, 

Farnham had replied that the per- 
son holding the dynamite would most 
certainly be killed. 


Next the prosecution summoned 
Mr. Thiele, proprietor of the room- 
ing house. He told of finding the 
package in the vestibule and of taking 
it inside. He said he placed it on the 
steam register in the lower hall. 

James G. Foster, a roomer, told 
of seeing the package, wrapped in 
a newspaper and bearing Mrs. Kelley’s 
name. It was Foster who called Mrs. 
Kelley’s attention to it whén she came 
in that night. He had handed it to 
her as she stood half way up the stairs. 

B. Austin Gillie of the du Pont 
Explosive company, of Gibbstown, 
N. Y., identified a scrap of wire found 
in the debris as part of a electric blast- 
ing cap such as his company manufac- 
tured and of the same style and make 


as Seager had purchased from Taylor. 
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George E. Fitzgerald, of the Con- 
necticut Electric company, of Bridge- 
port, Conn., identified broke porcelain 
and copper scraps as being from a 
switch made by his concern. It was 
the same brand and style of switch 
as Seager had purchased from Hencle. 

V.-Leonard Bigelow, of the Na- 
tional Carbon company, _ identified 
other scrans as part of an electric dry 


Seaeec, behind the emg 


battery manufactured by his concern. 

To clinch the chain the district at- 
terney put in evidence a scrap of news- 
paper which the police identified as 
having been found in the room and 
with which the package, it ‘was claim- 


ed, had been wrapped. 


This scrap of newspaper was iden- 
tified by W. Clarence Hixon, of the 
Syracuse Post-Standard, as a piece of 
the Post-Standard of June 11. The 
piece bore a story which Hixon testi- 
fied appeared only in the Cortland 
edition, copies of which were sold only 
in Cortland county. 

For the defense, Guy M. Hoagland, 
former mayor of Cortland, and Rollin 
Wright, former sheriff of Cortland 
county, were called. They testified 
that two days after the crime, at di- 
rections received from Seager’s at- 
torneys, they went to a field near the 
Seagar farm and found three sticks of 
dynamite, caps and wire. These were 
produced in court to offset the prose- 
tion evidence. 
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Then members of the Seager family 
testified. All of them swore that he 
had been home the night before the 
bomb was delivered and had retired 
early. They declared Ralph could not 
have made the 35-mile journey to 
Mrs. Kelley’s home. He had been 
home all day. 


Seager’s story on the witness stand 


was a recital of his affair with Mrs. 


jane awaits his trial. 


Kelley in which he admitted he had 
lived with her. He denied they had 
quarrelled and also denied that he had 
been trying to see her against her 
wishes. 

Throughout the trial Seager main- 
tained a stolid, stoical front which baf- 
fled spectators and prosecutors alike. 
Even when District Attorney Unckless 
brought in evidence which seemed 
most damaging to the defense, he be- 
trayed no sign of fear. In his cell he 
had spent much, of his spare time read- 
ing accounts of the sensational 
Peaches Browning suit, then in ses- 
sion at White Plains. 

On the witness stand the defend- 
ant ‘showed the same emotionless 
front. He told a simple story and 
stuck to it. A gruelling cross-exami- 
nation availed nothing for the state. 
Whatever he might have been as a 
sweetheart, Ralph Seager proved 
himself a very Sturdy defendant, one 
who never relaxed from his position. 

As a final witness, Seager’s attor- 
neys summoned Aibert H. Hamilton, 
of Auburn, an expert on explosives, 
and after the manner of experts in 
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| murder trials be contradicted the evi- 


dence of the prosecution experts. He 
testified that the bomb could not have 
contained dynamite of the kind pur- 
chased by the defendant. 


To the Jury. 


The case went to the-jury on the 
afternoon of May 10. Even before 
they filed out to their deliberations, 
it was predicted that the verdict would 
be an acquittal. The prosecution had 
butt up an imposing case, with var- 
ious witnesses to substantiate each 
claim. But one important witness the 
prosecution had lacked—an eyewit- 
ness, some one who had seen the ac- 
cused man in the neighborhood of the 
rooming house that day of the crime. 

The jury returned after ninety min- 
utes and announced that they had 
found Ralph Seager not guilty of the 
murder of Mrs. Kelley. Reports were 
that one or two had voted for reduc- 
ing the chargé on the first poll, though 
how it could be anything but first de- 
gree murder is difficult to see, but the 
majority were for acquittal and they 
soon swung the others to the same 
opinion. 

Seager showed no emotion when 
the judge told him he was free. He 
calmly shook hands with the jurymen, 
packed his clothes at the jail and then 


‘motored back to Cortland with his 


father and brother. ‘3 
At present he is working as a care- 


. taker and gravedigger in a little Cort- 


land cemetery where his body might 
be lying today if the prosecution had 
won its way in his case.

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some wear garlands—particularly the 
small boys, who are literally festooned 
with them—and flowers are wrapped 
and twisted around handlebars. The 
population of each village along the 
way is out strolling and looking on 
as though the circus had come to 
town. Wealthy bulb growers ride by 
in fine motor cars and receive the con- 
gratulations of friends in their mod- 
ern homes. It is a time of cheery 
greetings, hearty handshakes and :gen- 
eral good wishes. 

Visitors from other countries are on 
hand to see the flowers (so many 
come that a room in a neighboring 
city is not to be had for love nor 
money), yet the throng is predomi- 
nantly Dutch. I know that when we 
climbed into one of five large sight- 
seeing buses in The Hague the only 
language we heard spoken around us 
was the native one. And all were ex- 
pressing an eagerness equal to our 
own. 

There may be more beautiful drives 
than the one out of The Hague along 
the old Leyden road; the Grande Cor- 
niche on the French Riviera offers 
views that are more breath-takingly 
marvelous; but I know of no road 


which has the peaceful charm of this 
one, lined as it is with gracious homes 
set in surroundings which are happily 
perfect examples of landscape garden- 
ing. This road was our approach to 
the fields. Suddenly emerging from 
a realm of shaded habitations, we be- 
held a vast patch-quilt of vivid colors 
—amazing areas of blue, white, red, 
orange, purple, standing out in the en- 
veloping green. 

The first field we approached was 
filled with a regiment of sky-blue 
hyacinths standing in serried rows. 
Thousands and thousands of them— 
creating a cumulative effect of color 
which almost staggered one. And 
how they filled the air with fragrance! 

As we rode along, one astounding 
splash of color succeeded another. 
Soon they were on both sides of the 
road. We were as though bombard- 
ed with more beauty than the human 
eye could cope with. In Noordwyk 
we were confronted by an army of 
blood-red tulips numbering (I am 
told) virtually half a million. 

The little town of Hillegom was an 
island of snug brick houses in a sea of 
flowers. - AS we approached it along 
the winding road we seemed to be cut- 


ting our way through purple hyacinths. 
Turning southward into the Haarlem- 
Leyden highway, we passed through 
the most important bulb towns of all 
—Lisse and Sassenheim. We could 
take in the thought of the great estab- 
lishments, with their imposing store- 
houses, but by this time our eyes had 
become almost flower-blind. 

A week later, in a quiet little village 
in. north Holland, our minds and 
sénses were still attempting to take in 
the wonder of the flowers. Here, too, 
there were large fields of them, cul- 
tivated by farmers. We watched the 
men and boys as they bent over at 
their back-breaking work. What pa- 
tience and exactness! Not a weed in 
sight, nor irregularity of ground, nor 
a plant out of line.. People who scrub 
the iron fences in front of their farm- 
houses are hardly addicted to care- 
lessness. 

Talking with the peasants, I found 
they had a real love for the flowers 
with. which they earned their, daily 
bread. Yes, bread as well as beauty 
is what the flowers mean to these 
kindly folk. They asked me why it 
was that the United States had ex- 
cluded their lovely narcissi as ‘‘dis- 


eased.”” I could not explain. Nor 
have I since been able to understand. 

Lately, though, I have made _ in- 
quiries on this side of the water and I 
find that the ban, which dates from 
1925, is due to an alleged eel-worm 
peril. The Dutch growers who had 
been sending us narcissi in ever-in- 
creasing numbers for forty years were 
astounded at the sudden embargo. 
They offered to defray the expense of 
maintaining an American quarantine 
Station in Holland. This was refused. 
They then offered to pay the cost of 
a similar quarantine in America. This 
also was refused. 

Finally they offered to put up a 
guaranty that all narcissi (which in- 
cluded daffodils) shipped to us would 
be subjected to a boiling treatment. 
But even this proposal did not satisfy. 

However, 19,000,000 narcissi were 
admitted last year, on special per- 
mits, for propagation purposes only. 
It was noticeable, though, at the re- 
cent flower show in New York that 
narcissi were very little in evidence, 
as compared with the big displays pre- 
vious to 1925. 
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no longer belongs to him, but to some 
one else; it remains in his studio only 
by courtesy.
